A theological 
school with 70 enrolled pupils has 
sprung up on the northern seashore. 
The bishop of Corinth, a young man 
and a strong factor in the progress 
of the town, is erecting an industrial 
school for girls that will accommo­ 
date 200 and will be supported by 
funds derived from the port customs.

birth and was living at Wyatt's lodge.
